The  County  also  ctdministers  the  maternity  and  welfare  climics 
where  trea.tmont  is  available  for  minor  ailments,  dental,  eye  and  orthopedic  defec 
Immunisation  against  diptheria  is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals 

The  hospital  needs  of  Vie  residents  of  the  district  for  all  diseases  apart  from 
infectious  diseases,  are  provided  by  the  Local  Hospital  at  Builth  V/ells, 

The  arrangement  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  remain  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat  the  patients  from  the  district 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  and  these  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulanc 
maintained  by  Merthyr  Borough  Council.  These  arrangements  are  proving  extremel 
satisfactory.
